¢ An unusually large number of cans of 
Coleman Fuel, paint thinner, acetone, start- 
ing fluid, Red Devil Lye, and drain cleaners 
containing Sulfuric Acid or bottles contain- 
ing Muriatic Acid.

Effects on Brain 


“Meth” initially sends the brain a feeling 
of pleasure, but as the drug is abused the 
pleasurable feeling is lost. The “Meth” 
abuser suffers the same addiction cycle 
as crack cocaine abusers. The biggest 
difference, however, is that while crack 
binges rarely last more than 72 hours, 
meth binges can last up to 2 weeks. 

Under the effects of “Meth”, you'll 
become agitated and feel “wired”. Their 
behavior can become very unpredictable. 
They can be friendly and calm one moment 
and turn angry and paranoid the next. 
The abuse of “Meth” drives most people 
into a depression which leads into paranoia, 
and aggression.

Booby-Traps in Clan Labs 
¢ Light switches wired to flammable liquid 


containers, booby-trapped light bulbs or 
other explosive devices. 


* Refrigerator doors (and their internal light 


bulbs) wired to detonate with explosive 
liquid when opened. 


* Video tape cassettes altered to detonate an 


internal explosive when placed into a video 
player. 


¢ Monofilament trip lines connected to 


chemical or explosive booby-traps and/or 
fishing hooks. 


¢ Attack dogs and poisonous/dangerous 


snakes. 


¢ Pipe bombs, weapons and other obvious 


devices. 


Minimizing the Effects of a Booby-Trap 


Visually check everything before you touch it. 
Check all furniture before you use it. 

Be careful with electrical appliances. Do 
not use light switches or interior lights 
while inside a building. Do not open 
refrigerators or other electrically charged 
appliances. 

Do not open any container without first 
giving it a thorough exterior inspection 
before touching it. 

Do not consume any food or beverage while 
in the suspect building. Chemical contami- 
nation may occur through air particulate 
matter or contact with your food. 

Use your eyes, nose, and ears when inside 

a booby-trapped area. Stay alert and be 


ready for anything.
